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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's argument is not persuasive. In 
response to applicant's argument that Sonehara and Yang are not combinable because Sonehara is related to a reflective display and 
Yang is transmissive display, it is respectfully pointed out to applicant that as admitted by applicant also that Yang also disclose the use of 
a reflector which clearly is a indication that the display of Yang is also operable as a reflective display. Further, when a reflector is used in 
the display of Yang the function of a reflective display would be fulfilled such as the light being analyzed after it undergoes a doublepass 
through the liquid crystal layer via internal reflection in the liquid crystal layer as in the case of Sonehara. Further, as expalined before 
Yang teaches/suggests the use of a liquid crystal display wherein the twist angle and the retardation value overlaps the claimed range for 
advantages such as improved characteristics. Therefore, one of ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to use the teaching of Yang to 
modify the device of Sonehara since it would provide a display with improved characteristics. According, obviousness was established by 
the examiner and the rejection was proper and thus maintained. As to claim 18, as expalined before in the office action that Sonehara 
discloses that the value of beta is in a range of 0 to 90 degrees. 
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
